Resigns Position 


Students and Faculty members 
of the college will Join in three 
days of prayer to their special 
patron, St. Joseph, for the very 
special intentions of the school.

This jubilee year will see 
the Universal Church again pray- 
ing as one for the return of the 
whole human race to the Unity of 
Christ during these eight days. 

These and the Triduum devo- 
tions will be held each evening in 
the College Chapel at 6:30. 


, The Rev. Albert M. Gordon, assistant professor of Economics, and 
beloved member of the faculty died suddenly, Friday morning, Dec. 16, 
at eight o’clock following a heart attack suffered earlier that morning. 


Mr. Richard M. Scheiber, Director of Public Relations at College- 
ville for the past three and one-half years, has resigned his position 
here and has accepted an advertising post with the National Machin- 
ery Co., Tiffin, Ohio. He has been succeeded here by his younger 
brother, Mr. Thomas Scheiber, instructor in journalism en the campus. 

As Director of Public Relations, 
Dick directed the News Bureau, 
edited CONTACT, the alumni 
newspaper, and handled college 
advertising. He promoted Chicago 
Bears exhibition games in 1947 
and 1948, the 1948 and 1949 Na- 
tional Catholic Building Conven- 
tions and Expositions, held at 
Chicago’s Hotel Stevens, and di- 
rected publicity for the Radio Ac- 
ceptance Poll in 1948 and 1949. 

When married veterans enrolled 
at St. Joseph’s after the war, Mr. 
Scheiber aided more than 50 stu- 
dent and faculty families to find 
housing in Rensselaer. 

A resident of Rensselaer, he 
was secretary of the Rensselaer 
Rotary Club and served on it's 
program, public information and 
the aims and objects committee. 
He was a charter member and past 
director of the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce, and a member of the 
Knights of Columbus. He gave ap- 
proximately 20 talks to local 
church, school and civic groups, 
and in the recent past wrote pub- 
licity for Red Cross, Cancer and 
CROP campaigns. 

He was graduated from St. Jo- 
seph’s in 1941, served 52 months 
as a U.S. naval aviator, and 
joined the College staff in October, 
1945. He succeeded Mr. Edward 
Fischer as Director of the News 
Bureau in June, 1947, when the 
latter joined the faculty at Notre 
Dame University. 

Mr. Thomas Scheiber who as- 
sumed his news duties as Director 
of the News Bureau on Jan. 2, is 
also a graduate of St. Joseph’s. 
He is a veteran of naval service, 
having put in three Semesters in 
V-12 at ^otre Dame, and serving 
as an officer aboard a destroyer 
in the Mediterranean. He holds ah 
M.A. degree m journalism from 
Indiana University, and joined the 
local faculty in 1948. He will con- 
tinue his work as instructor in 
journalism. 


He was 40 years old. 


Saginaw, Mich., Feb. 19, 1909, and 
entered the Society of the Precious 
Blood at St. Mary’s Preparatory 
Seminary, Burkettsville, Ohio, in 
1924. He studied here from 1925 
to 1929, and was ordained priest 
of the Society at St. Charles Semi- 
nary, Carthagena, Ohio, May 12, 
1935. , 

In 1936 Father Gordon was ap- 
pointed to the local faculty. Short- 
ly after coming to Collegeville, he 
founded the Commerce Club, and 
served as its Vioderator until he 
was given leave of absence to 
pursue higher studies in Econo- 
mics at Catholic University, Wash-

The annual notice of the Alumni 
Essay Contest and the Mary J. 
Pursley Award for Creative Writ- 
ing was given this week by the 
Rev. Rufus Esser who is in charge 
of the contests. Entries must be 
submitted by May 15 to be eli- 
gible for a prize. 

A first prize of $25, and a sec- 
ond prize of $15 are being offered 
in the Alumni Essay Contest. Each 
entry must be a formal (factual) 
essay of approximately 1,500 
word^. The subject matter is not 
restricted in any way, but the 
essay must have literary merit; 
that is, attention must be given 
to interest, organization of ma- 
terial, diction, style, and some im- 
press of the author’s mind. 

Compositions which merit classi- 
fication as “creative writing” will 
be considered in judging entries 
for the Mary J. Pursley Award* 
The entry may take the form of 
a short- story, a one-act play (or 
longer play), a personal or famil- 
iar essay, a poem of at least 14 
lines. 

General instructions for the con- 
tests follow: 1) Both contests are 
open to all students. 2) Entries 
must be original, and may not in- 
clude a previous winner. 3) More 
than one entry may be submitted 
for the same contest, but a differ- 
ent pen-name must be used for 
each. 4) Three typed, double- 
spaced copies must be submitted 
(carbon copies are acceptable). 
5) The title page must carry the 
title, pen-name, and name of the 
contest. 6) Inclose a slip of paper 
bearing pen-name and real name 
in an envelope. Seal envelope, and 
on the outside write the title of 
entry and pe n-nam e. .7) Entries 
and the sealed envelopes are to be 
given to Father Esser or to any 
other English instructor who will 
relay them to Father Esser. 8) 
Entries will be judged on their 
literary matter and form, but a 
reasonable degree of neatness in 
general format and of precision 
in typing is expected. Conspicuous 
untidiness and . excessive embroid- 
ering are to be avoided. 

Prize winners will be announced 
on Commencement Day.
